JA Proclamation for aboliſhing of 
abuſes, by Billes of Conformity. 


JI Hereas diners Billes of complaint, commonly called, Billes of 


Fa Confo2mitie ;Hhaue of late yeeres been exhibited into his Maie⸗ 
ties Court of Chanterie, and other His Courts ot equitie, by ſun- 
dp perſons againſt their Creditoꝛs, of purpoſe to enfoꝛte them, ei⸗ 

ther to atcept leſſe then their iuſt debts and dammages, oꝛ to giue 
longer dayes oꝛ times of paiment and fozbearance, then the ſaid 
Creditoꝛs were willing to doe, pꝛetending inhability e non ſol⸗ 
uentie, ſometimes by reaſon of ſodaine and accidentall loſſe and 
dammage, ſometimes by ſuertiſhip, ſometimes by euill debtoꝛs, 
and ſundꝛy other ſuggeſtions and pꝛetences, tending to no other 
IM end oꝛ purpoſe , but to defeat oꝛ delay their inſt and honeſt Cre- 
ditoꝛs of their due debts and dammages: which Willes haue beene exhibited, ſometimes by 
the debtoꝛs alone, x ſometimes by the debtoꝛs and ſome of their Creditozs by conſent, oꝛ con; 
niuentie betweene them: And vpon ſuch billes diners Decrees, Oꝛders, and pꝛoteedings 
haue paſſed, to the great dammage ofthe Common wealth, foꝛ that thereby hath enſued al⸗ 
well the imboldening of Debtoꝛs not to pày their debts in due time, whereby many men 
haue heene wy — and not able to keepe their credit with others, to their extreame 
detriment as allo the encouraging ot wilfull Bankerupts, and deceitfull perſons, and the 
ſcarcity of money ( being the meaſureof all bargaines and contractes betweene man and 
man) together with a general hinderance of trade, c traffique,# many other intonuenientes, 
Which by reaſon of this late and dangerous inuention of Billes and ſuttes of tonfoꝛmity 
haue happened, as by due andinſteramination(foz the refozmationof ſo great an euill, and 
fo: his Maieſties honour) hath beene found out, and reſolued bythe houſe of Commons in 
this pꝛelent Parliament: all which tnconnenſences by the ſaide Billes and ſuits of confoz- 
mity haue increaſed moꝛe & moꝛe, ſithente his Maieſtie (out of his Pꝛintely pꝛouidente) hath: 
taken a moꝛe exact and carefull courſe touching Pꝛotettions, then had beene foꝛmerly accu- - 
ſtomed; whereby many and great delates of payment of debts, and dueties, and of other iuſt 
cauſes of ſuites haue beene auoided, which in fozmer times had beene occaſioned by ſome

fozmity doe depend, fo: ſo much of the matter in thoſe ſeuerall Billes conteynedasconcer- 
neth ſuch confo:mity as afozeſaid,and toꝛ aud concerning all ſach perſons,partiesto thoſe 
Hits hane not conſented thereunto, ſhall foꝛth with, ablotutely e the lame, 
and that the fad Defendants in ſuch luits be not bound oz pꝛeſſed to any further atten- 
dante in that behalfe. And that all O:ders, Sentences, Decrees, Iniunttions and other 
reſtraints oꝛ pꝛotes whatſoeuer grounded bpon any ſuch 2Btll oz Duite to the pꝛeiudice, 
hurt oz hindzance of any Creditoz oz Creditoꝛs ( not hauing conſented as afoꝛeſaid) and 
the execution ofthe lame, be from henteloꝛth fully and wholly ſulpended, and not to be 
in execution vntill oꝛder and pꝛouiſion by ſome Act ot Parliament, toꝛ a perpetuall refox- 
mation thereof bee had and taken in that behalfe, And that no Bill oz Suite oftheeffect 
oꝛ nature afs:eſard be hereafter reteiued, accepted oz allowed in the ſayd Court of c hantery 
oꝛ other Court ot᷑ Equity, vntill ſome ſuch oꝛder as afoꝛeſaid bee taken in Parliament. And 
that all and euery perſon and perſons now being in pꝛiſon, oꝛ reſtrayned of liberty, oꝛ ſtan⸗ 
ding vpon Bond, Bayle oz Mainpꝛiſe, by oꝛ by reaſon of any ſuch Oꝛder.Sentente, Detree, 
Intunction oz other reſtraint (and foz no other cauſe)vpon any Bill oꝛ uit ot the efect oz 
nature afozeſaid in any of the laid Courts of Equity whatſouer.oꝛ by reaſon of any pꝛotee⸗ 
ding thereupon, bee fo:thwith by the ſayd Judge and Judges of the ſayd Courts of 
Equity, ſet at liberty and freed from his and their impꝛilonment oꝛ reſtraint, and be diſchar- 
ged of his and their Bonds, Recognizances,Bapyle oz Mainpꝛiſe fo? appearance, without 
moleſtation, beration oz trouble foꝛ oz by reaſon of any ſuch Oꝛder, Dentence, Decree, 
Intunction, Reſtraint, Bond, Recogmizance,2ayle oz Mainpziſe vntill ſach furtheroz- 
der be taken in Parliament as afoꝛeſayd. And therefoꝛe His Maieſty doth authoziſeand 
require aſwell the Loꝛd Ehauncelloz dt england, as all other His Baieſttes Judges and 
Jultites, s other perſons w | any place of Judicature, c all andeuery His 
Officers, Miniſters and Subiects tat now bee 02 hereafter ſhalbe,to ſee and tauſe this His 
Maieſties pleaſure duely with all tonuentent expedition to be put in execution.
